This general principle is unde

the board of agricultural and engineering experts of the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments and universities which has been set up under the Fed¬ 
eral Prairie Farms Rehabilitation Act and which is just completing its first 
year’s work of a five year plan. 

Comforting words were uttered by Dr. E. S. Archibald, Director of Ex¬ 
perimental Farms, Ottawa, the chairman of the Advisory Board created to 
administer the Act, at a week’s conference of the Board and its five sub¬ 
sidiary committees in Regina recently when he announced, as the conclu¬ 
sion of one of the committees, that “soil drifting can be cut down to the 
absolute minimum.” This was supplemented later by a report of the water 
conservation committee that its work “will increase the visible supply of 
water for prairie livestock by 30 or 40 times.” 

Proceeding on the sound basis enunciated in the opening paragraph, and 
fortifying-its efforts by applying the principle of co-operation, the Advisory 
Board and its subsidiary committees are on the high road to the gioal of a 
measurable success in its efforts to devise and put into effect ways and 
means to ameliorate the disastrous effects of future drought periods on the 
western plains, provided the organization is not impeded any niggardliness 
in the provision of the necessary ammunition—money—to bring its work 
to a successful conclusion. 

In this connection it should be pointed out that the Federal govern¬ 
ment appropriated $750,000 for the first year’s work and agreed to vote a 
million a year for the ensuing four years of the programme. The demands 
for practical assistance. involving monetary outlay are already very sub¬ 
stantial. Some of the schemes requested may be practical and some may 
not. Some may be too expensive for the potential benefits and it remains 
yet to be demonstrated whether a million

But Cost Of Relief Seems To Be 
Unchanged 

Employment in Canada has reached 
the highest level since December, 
1930, but relief costs have not moved 
correspondingly downward and there 
are still more than 1,000,000 Cana¬ 
dians in receipt of direct unemploy¬ 
ment relief, according to an estimate 
of current trends released by the 
Canadian welfare council. 

Extensive public works have con- 
j tributed to the favorable employment 
I trend in recent months, the welfare 
| council asserts, while these in turn 
have stimulated activity in private 
business. 

From the 1935 peak of 1,230,000 
persons on direct relief last Febru¬ 
ary, the number decreased to 1,100,- 
000 estimated in the late autumn re¬ 
ports received by the council from re¬ 
lief departments and social agencies 
in the nine provinces. This compares 
with 1,150,000 estimated at this time 
last year, a drop of approximately 
50,000. 

An attempted comparison of these 
figures must, however, take into ac¬ 
count, the council said, the fact that 
some 90,600 persons on relief last 
year in the drouth areas of Saskat¬ 
chewan have been removed from re¬ 
lief lists.

BANFF, Dec. 13.—Referring to the 
recent press notices regarding the ban 
on liquor advertising, E. S. Duncan, 
of Banff, president of the Alberta 
Weekly Newspaper Association and 
editor of the Crag and Canyon here, 
addressed the local Rotary Club Thurs¬ 
day stating that he doubted if many 
people realized the significance of the 
ban which would come into effect af¬ 
ter January 31. 

“Monetary loss to publishers,” he 
said, “is insignificant when compared 
with the loss of the privilege of con¬ 
ducting business in a legitimate field. 
If the provincial government had the 
right to say to publishers ‘you cannot 
run liquor advertisements’ then has 
not that government the right to ban 
advertising of any form? If he can 
dictate to publishers what advertising 
tfteir newspapers may or may not 
carry then it must be conceded the 
right to dictate to editors as to what 
news shall appear in their columns.” 

“Is this action,” he continued, oit 
the part of the present provincial gov¬ 
ernment the entering wedge of a dic¬ 
tatorship? You can decide that ques¬ 
tion for yourself, but I have my own 
opinions in the matter and I give you 
warning that if you are to retain your 
liberties you must be on guard.

“The man, in my opinion, is a ridic¬ 
ulous measure when so many outside 
publications carrying liquor ads come 
into the province. The government 
stated the ban is justified on moral 
grounds. One of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment members stated at the con¬ 
ference with the weekly newspaper 
delegation, ‘I do not think jt moral for 
liquor advertising to appear in your 
papers where the youth of the province 
can read it.’ 

“Right here in our town the govern¬ 
ment has a liquor store with a sign 
on its windows stating what business 
is conducted within. More than that, 
during the hour's when the store is 
closed the window shades are drawn 
aside permitting all passers-by, in¬ 
cluding the youth of our town, to see 
what is on the shelves.

Britain’s rose tree industry has 
grown rapidly since the 1932 imposi¬ 
tion of import duties on foreign trees, 
according to the Association of .Bri¬ 
tish Rose Growers. 

Figures show that 2,946 men are 
directly employed in the industry 
compared with 1,300 before the in¬ 
troduction of the duties in 193?. 
Land under .cultivation amounts to 
2,835 acres, compared with the 1932 
figure of 1,280 acres.

Our own Wenceslas carol has a less war¬ 
like history. The carol as we know it 
to-day is Protestant. The words were 
written by the man who wrote “Jersualem 
the Golden”—the Reverend J. M. Neale. 

Has it ever struck you that although 
carols should be cheerful, the tune of 
‘Wenceslas” is almost gay for any church 
festivity? Actually, the quaint mediaeval 
tune which we now associate with Wen- 
ceslas's adventures on the feast of Stephen 
was previously that of a special hymn for 
the springtime. The reverend author 
d his carol oi»-*the National Anthem 
of the Czechs, and one of the most famous 
King Wenceslas legends is used 
theme. 

Although the Wenceslas carol is a Pro¬ 
testant one, St. Wenceslas is a Catholic 
saint, who was martyred just over a thou¬ 
sand years ago. 

Wenceslas was born in 907, and was 
the grandson of Ludmilla, the first Czech 
saint, but he was also a descendant of the 
first Christian prince of Bohemia, and 
IWenceslas seemed cut out for a very 


The King was invited to a banquet at 
his Brother’s palace, and late that night 
they conspired to murder him, but the 
wine was too strong and they lost their 
courage! On waking early the following 
morning, they realized that they might 
be discovered if they did riot act quickly. 
Wenceslas set ^ut for church on his way 
home, but Boleslav’s supporters and fol¬ 
lowers had made sure that the church 
locked and barred so that Wenceslas 
could not find sanctuary. 

Wenceslas’s own brother tried to strike 
the first blow, and the King, in self-de¬ 
fence, managed to catch the sword and 
throw it on the ground. One of Bole¬ 
slav’s henchmen then attacked the King 
in the back, and Ifter a brief struggle 
Wenceslas was martyred for his faith. 

That much is true. But Wenceslas’s 
kind nature caused a number of beauti¬ 
ful legends-to grow up about him. The 
one thing we can be certain of is that he 
did make regular pilgrimages out into the 

I country to help his poor subjects, for it 
was this elementary form of socialism 
which resulted in Wenceslas being able to 
unite his principality.
